Calypfotoaters For what caule (deare,and much-efteem‘d by vs, 
curies Thou golden-rod-adorned cUercerie) 
i Arriu’ft thou here? thou haft not vide t'apply 
Thy paffage this way. Say, what ever be ; 
Thy hearts defire, my mind commands itthee, 
Ifin my meanes it lie, or powre of fa. 
But firft, what hofpitable rights exad, 
Come yet more neare, and take. This faid. fhe {ee 
A Table forth,and furnifht ie with meate, 
Suchas the Gods tafte; and feru’d in with it, 
Vermilion Necéar. When with banquet, fit 
He had conficmd his fpirits; he thus expreft 
Mercurie to Ca~ His caufe of coming: Thou haft made requeft 
“reife (Goddefle of Goddefies) to vnderftand 
My caufe of touch here: which thon thalt command, 
- Andknow with truth: Jeae caufd my courfe to thee, 
Againft my will; for who would willingly 
Lackey along fo vaft a lake of Brine 
Neareto no Citie; that the powres diuine 
Receiues witb folemne rites and Hecatombs¢ 
But Jowes will eucr,all law ouercomes; 
No other God can crofle or make it void. 
And he affirmes, that one, the moft annoid 
With woes andtoiles, of all thofe men that foughe 
For Priams Citie; and to end hath brought 
Nine yeares in the contention;is with thee. 
For in che tenth yeare,when roy ViGorie | 
Was wonne, to giue the Greeks the fpoile of Trey; 
Returne they did profefle, but not enioy, 
Since Palla they incenft,and the,the waues : 
By all the winds powre,that blew ope their graves. 
And there they refted.Onely this poore one, 
This Coaft, both winds and waues haue caft vpon: 
Whom now forthwith he wils thee todifmiffe; ° 
Affirming that th’vnalterd deftinies, 
Notonely haue decreed he fhallnotdie _ 
' Apart his friends; bur of Neceffitie . 
: Enioy their fights before thofe fatall houres, 
His countte earth reach, and erected Towres. 
This ftrook,a loue-checkt horror through her powres; 
When {naming him) fhe this reply didgiues 
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Infatiate are ye Gods, paft all that liue, - Calypfos difpleas

Your powres to Enuies. It afflicts your hearts,| 7 

That any Goddeffe fhould (as you obtaine | 

The vfe of earthly Dames) enioy the men: 

And moft in open mariage. So ye far'd, 

When the delicions-fingerd Morning fhard 

Orions bed: you eafie-liuing States, 

Could neuer fatisfie your emuloushates; 

Tillin @rtygéa,the precife-liu’d Dame 

(Gold-thron’d Diana) on him rudely came, 

And with her {wife thafts flue him. And fuch paines, 

(When rich-haird Ceres pleafd ta giue the raines 

Toher affections; and the grace did yeeld 

Of loue and bed amidft a three-cropt field, 

To her Jafion) he paid angrie Jove; 

Who loft,no long time,notice of their loue;

Not with thoughts too cleare 
Will I obey her:butto me appeare 
Thefe counfels beft; as long as I perceiue 
My thip not quite diffolu’d, I will not leaue 
The helpe the may affoord me; but abide, 
And fuffer all woes, till the worft be tride. 
When the is fplit, Ile fwim: no miracle can 
Paft neare and cleare meanes,moueaknowing man. 
While this difcourfe emploid him, Neptune raild 
A huge, a high,and horrid fea,that feifd 
Him and his fhip,and toft them through the Lake: 
As when the violent winds together take ° 
Heapes of drie chaffe,and hurle them euery ways 
So hislong woodftacke, Neptune ftrooke aftray. ° 
_ Then did /4y//és mount onrib,perforce, 
Like toarider of arunning horfe, 
To ftay himfelfe a tine,while he might (hife 
His drenched weeds, that were Calypfos gift. 
When putting ftrait,Zeacotheas Amulet 
About his necke; heall his forces fet 
To fwim;and caft him proftrate to the feas, 
When powrefull Neptune faw the ruthleffe preafe 
Of perils fiege him thus; he mou’d his head 
Andthis betwixt him and his heart, he faid: 
So,now fecle ils enow,and ftrugale fo,

But my mind fayes, you will not foauoid 
This laft taske too, but be with fufferance cloid. 
This faid; his rich-man’d horfe he mou’d; and reacht 
His houfe at Egas. But Mineruafetcht

She fet to blow; the reft, the charp’d to keepe 
Their rages in; and bind themfclues in fleepe.

He heard a found beate from the fea-bred rocks, 
Againft which gauea huge fea horrid fhocks, 

That belche vpon the firme land, weeds and fome, 
With which were all things hid there; where noroome 
Of fit capacitie was for any port; : 

Nor (from the fea) for any mans refore, 

The fhores,the rocks,and cliffes fo prominent were. - 
O (laid HAyffés then) now Lupizer 

Hath given me fightof an vnhop't for fhore, 
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(Though I haue wrought thefe feas fo long, fo fore) 
Of reft yet,no place fhewes the flendreft prints; 
The rugged fhore fo briftl’d is wich Aliints: 
Againtt which, euery way the waues fo flocke; 
And all the thore fthewes as one eminent rocke. 
Soneare which,tisfo deepe, that nota fand 
Isthere,for any tired foote to ftand: 
Nor flie his death-faft following mifcries, 
Left if heland,vpon him fore-right flies 
A churlith waue, to cruth him gainft a Cliffe: 
Worfe then vaine rendring, all his landing ftrife. 
And fhould I fwim to feekea hauen elfewhere, 
Or land, le(fe way-beate; I may iuftly feare 
{ thallbe taken with agale againe, _ 
And cafta huge way off into the Maine. 
And there,the great Farth-thaker (having feene 
My foneare landing; and againe, his fj pleene 
Forcing me to him) will fome Whale fend out, 
(Of which a horrid number here about, 
His Amphitrite breeds) to fallow me. 
I well have prou’d,with what malignitie

So he forc't hither, (by the tharper ill, : vee 
Shunning the finoother) where he beft hop’, {till 
The wort fucceeded: for the cruell friend, 
To which he clingd for fuccour, off did rend 
From his broad hands, the foken fieth fo fore, 
That off be fell, and could fuftaine no more, 
Quite vnder water fell he; and, paft Fate, 
Hapleffe 7h /fés,there had loft the ftate 
He held in life, it (fill che grey-eyd Maid, 
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His wiledome prompting) he had not affaid 
Another courfe; and ceaft t'attempt that thore; 
Swimming, and cafting round hiseye, explore 
Some other fhelter.Then,the mouth he found 
OF faire Callicoes flood; whofe thores were crownd 
With moft apt fuccors: Rocks fo fmooth,they feemd 
Polifht of purpofe:land that quite redeemd

The fea had foakt his heart through:all his vaines, 
His toiles had racket, t’a labouring *womans paines. 
Dead wearie was he. But when breath did find 
A paffe reciprocall; and in his mind, 
His (pirit was recollected: vp he rofe, 
And from his necke did th’ Amulet vnlofe, 
That J#o gaue him; which he hurld from him 
To fea. It founding fell;and backe did fwim 
With th’ebbing waterss till it ftrait arriu'd, 
Where Iuos faire hand, it againe receiu'd. 
Then kift he th’humble earth; and on he goes, 
Till bulruthes thewd place for his repofe;

_ This wonne Alcinoss heart;and equall prife 
He gaue V4y/fés, faying, Matchleffe wife 
(Princes,and Rulers) I perceiueour gueft; 
And therefore let our hofpitable beft 
In fitting gifts be giuen him : twelue chiefe kings 
There are that order all the gloriousthings 
Of this our kingdome ; and the thirteenth, I 
Exift,as Crowne toall: letinftantly 
Be thirteene garments giuen him : and, of gold 
Precious, and fine, a Talent. While we hold 
This our affembly; beall fetcht,and giuen; 
That to our feaft prepar’d,as to his heauen 
One gueft may enter. And that nothing be 
Left vnperformd, that fits his dignity; 
Euryalus {hall here conciliate 
Himfelfe, with words and gifts; fince paft our rate 
He gaue bad language. This didall commend 
And giuein charge; and euery king did fend 
His Herald for his gift. Earyalss. 
(Anfwering for his part) {aid; Alciwose! 
Ourchiefe of all; fince you command, I will

Of giuing what I prayd for, powre of deed; 

A deedleffe fleepe, did on my lids diftill, 

For meane to worke vpon,my friends their fill. -

My rule, in chiefe, ac alltimes;and waschiefe

- Allcried, He counfailesnobly; and all {peed

Had place, clofe by our thips. They tooke the lines 
Of fence,mofteminent. About their fall | 
Stood round, and tothe States celeftiall eae 
Made folemne vowes: But, other Rites, their fhip 
Could not afford them; they didtheretore ftrip 
The cutld-head Oke, of frefh yong leaues, to make 
Supply of feruice for their Barly cake. 

And,on the facredly enflamd, for wine 
Powrd pureft waters all the parts divine 
' Spitting, and rofting : all the Rites befide 
Orderly vfing. Then didlight diuide 
My low, and vpper lidss when,my repaire 
Madeneare my (hip; I met the delicate ayre 
Their roft exhal'd. Out inftantly cried; 
And faid, O Jone,and all ye Deitied, 
Ye haue oppreft me with a cruell fleepe; | 
While yeconferd on me, a loffe as deepe 
As Death defcendsto. Tothemfelues, alone 
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My rade men, left vngouernd; they haue done 
Adced fo impious,(I1 ftand well affur'd) 
That you will not forgiue,though ye procurd. 
Then flew Lempetie, with the ample Robe, 
Vp to her Father, with the golden Globe; 
Ambaffadreffe,vinforme him, that my men 
Had flaine his Oxen. Heart-incenfed then; 
He cried; Reuenge me( Father, and the reft

Viyffes impious men, haue drawne the blood

Bur do thou, quickly Father, forge a Tale ; 
Some Coat, or cloake, tokeepethee warme withall, 
Perhaps fome one may yeeld thee: But for him, 
Vultures and Dogges, haue torne from euery lim 
His porous skin ; and forth his foule is fied : 
His coarfe at Sea, to Fifhes forfeited : 
Or on the Shore, lies hid in heapes of fand;

And be thofe riches chiar you firft poffett 
Reftor'd againe, with full as many ioyes, 
Asin your poore fiate, I fee now annoyes. 
Amphinemus (faide he) you feeme to me

Vhom Phebe, goodlineffe of ftature render'd, 
And to whofe faire hands,wife Afineras tender’d, 
The Loome and Needle, in their vemoft skill. 
And while Loues Empreffe skal'd th Olympian hill, 
Tobeg of Lightning-louing Jone (fince hee 
The meanes toall things knowes; and doth decree 
Fortunes, infortunes, to the mortall Race) : 
For thofe poore virgins, the accomplithr grace 
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Of {weeteft Nuptials : The fierce Harpyes prey'd 
On cuery good, & miferable Maid, 
Andtothe hatcfull Furies, gaue them all 
In horrid feruice. Yet, may fuch Fate fall 
From ftcepe O/ympis on my loathed head ; 
Or faire=chair'd / hebe, ftrike me inftant dead: 
That I may vndergo the gloomy Shore, 
To vifit great .9/es foule ; before 
1 footh my idle blood, and wed a wurfe. 
And yet, beneath how defperateacurfe -

Comcheere,& tell me, that great Jove hath bent 
Threatnings without, at fome lewd men within. 
To this his pray’r, Zowe fhooke his fable chin, 
And thunder’d from thofe pure clouds that (aboue 
Tie breathing aire) in bright C/pmps mouc. 
DiuineVyffes ioy’d, to heare it rore. 
Report of which, a woman Miller bore 
Ctrsight 0 his eares; tor ncere to him, there ground 
Milics for his Corne, that twice fix women found cand: 
, onti- 
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Continuall motion, grinding Barley meale, 
And wheat (mans Marrow.) Sleepe the cies did feale 
Ofall the other women : hauing done 
Their vfuall taske; which yet,this Dame alone 
Had {carfe giuen end to;being.of al the reft, 
Leaft fit for labour. But when thefe founds, preft 
Her eares, aboue therumbling of her Mill : 
She let that ftand, look’t out ; and heauens fteepe hill 
Saw cleere, and te:nperate ; which made her (vnwaré 
Ofgiuinganycomforttohiscare; 
Inthat ftrange fignehe pray'd for) thus inoke. 
O King of men,and Gods; amightyftroke __

Faire fhooes : his fword about his breaft applied 
Tooke to his hand his fharp-pil’d Lance, and met 
Amidft the Entry, his old Nurfe, that fet 
His haft,at fodaine ftand; To whom he faid : e 
O oy lou’d Nurfe)with what grace haue you laid 
And fed my gueftheere ? Could you fo negle& 
His age, to lodge him thus ? Though all refpect 
I giue my Mothers wifedome,I muft yee 
Affirme, it fail’d in this: For fhe hath fer 
At much more price,a man of muchleffe worth, - 
Without his perfons note; and yet cafts forch 
With ignominious hands (for his Forme fake)

And thy more roguery, needs wil fall ypon 
My hands to arbitrate. Thou wiltnothence 
Till 1 fet on thee : thy rage’d impudence 
Is fo faft footed. Are there not befide
